cinema films shown in Malaya have 
been made public in the report of 
the Film Censors Department, for 
last year. In Hongkong no such 
figures are available, ‘. Even 


once again being. published, are not 
helpful in this respect, since, what- 
ever the original source of.the films, 
‘| the majority find their way here via 
China. We do not, however, need 
statistics to tell us that the great 
majority of the-films shown locally 
are of American origin; we can sec 
that for ourselves, The circum- 
stance may be regrettable, but there 


this is the case. We can only hope 
that the steps recommended by the 
Colonial Office Conference will even- 
tually result in a much larger pro- 
portion of British films’ finding, 
their way to Hongkong. 

So far as Malaya js concerned, 
during last year 71 per cent. of 
the films examined came from the 
United States, 24 ‘per cent. from 
China (possibly many of these ori: 
ginally from America), and two 
per cent. from other countries, This 
left three per cent. to be ar- 
counted for, and of this exceeding- 
ly. small proportion two-thirds was 
represented by “British Topical” 
and the other third by “British 
Ordinary.” It ia recalled by the 
newspaper publishing these figures 
that three years ago a Film Quota 
Bill was introduced in the Colony, 
providing that 7% per cent. of the 
films shown should be British. It
